A TREATY, WHICH MEANS SURRENDER, 


Does Not Strike Them with the 


Groatest Favor. 


THE CABINET THINKS IT OVER, 


And Then the Senate,in Executive See- 
sion, Procseds to Tear the 
Treaty to Pieces. 


Wasmincton, Marek 8—The cabinet 
mecting today was of a mest impor- 
tant character, notwithstanding the ab- 
sence of Secretarics Blaine, Foster and Noble. 
Tho entire session of two hours was devoted 
to the. cons deration of the Bebring sea ques- 
tion in general, and to Lord Salisbury’s last 
communication in opposition:to the removal! 
of the modus vivendi of last year in particu- 
lar. The president and every member of the 


cabinet present participated im the discussion, . 


and tho opinion was unanimous that the posi- 
tion assumed by the British. govornmont .was 
untenable and not justified by the condition 
of the sealing industry. , 
Argument was made that the opening of 
Beliring sea for the presént season to the in- 
discriminate slaughter of seals by poachers 
would undoubtedly resultin serious. injury if 


not tota! destruction of the industry, and thus - 


defeat the very object sought in the neégotia- 
tions be: ween the two countries. It was there- 
fore decided to insist on a modus vivendi some- 
what similar to that of last year, having for its 
obiect the protection of the séal fisheries by 
the joint action of Great Britain and the United 
States, pending the settlement of the questions 
at issue by arbitration. 

Another question considered was in regard 
to tlio transmission to the senate of copies of 
the correspondence on this question that has 
taken piace since January 6, 1891,"the date 
of the last published volume, in order to aid 
that body in its consideration of a treaty of ar- 


bitration, transmitted to it by the president to- 


day. While general opinion was favorable to 
this course, it was concluded to leave the 
question open for a few days. This corres- 


- pondence would include the last communica- 


tion received from Lord Salisbury respecting 
the question of modus vivendi for the coming 
season, and its transmission to the senate may 
bo delaved in order that it may include aiso-a 
respouse to Lord Salisbury, which is to be 
made in accordance with the action of the cab- 
inet today. 

Inasmuch as Sir Julian Pauncefote, British 
minister, had a conference with Whartcn, who 
is acting secretary of state, late this afternoon, 
ft is inferred that he was apprised of the prosi- 
dent’s carnest desire for anagreement between 
the two countries respecting the present seal- 


ing season that will peep the status quo of 


the fisheries until the main questions can be 
arbitrated. This government is desirous of 
reaching a prompt agreement in regard to the 
fisheries in order thatit may-.be officially pro- 
in advance of the departure of the 
fieets now fitting out in this country

Sines the above was written, it is learned 
that Acting Secretary Wharton delivered to 
the British minister this: afternoon the reply 
of this government to Lord Salisbury’s note 
declining to renew the modus vivendi.

THE BEHRING SEA TREATY. 


The Scnators Do Not Take Kindly to 
Knuckting to Englend. 

Washington, March §.—After the senate 
went into executive session this afternoon 
the text of the Behring sea treaty was read 
in full and a concise explanation of its terms 
and of the necessities of the case was made 
in behalf of the administration by one of 
the senators. There were no copies of the 
correspondence which led up to the treaty 
and the president's letter, which came with 
the document, was simply one of transmittal 
Without suggestion or recommendation. 
When the reading had concluded there fol- 
lowed an animated, but no acrimonious, dis- 
cussion of the document. It soon became 
apparent that the treaty was to receive se- 
vere and formidable opposition in its con- 
sideration. This opposition took several 
forms and there were et least three differ- 
ent views of the subject. 

No Surrender Declared. 

On the one hand, the body of senators re- 
sented bitterly the idea of ratifying any arbi- 
tration treaty. They held that the right of 
the United States to the wkrters acquired 
from Russia was beyond question and that it 
would be a cowardly surrender on the part 
of this government for it to consent to sub- 
mit its right to the uncertain decision of for- 
eign arbitrators. 

Attention was also called to the fact that 
one of the three foreign arbitrators who 
would really hold in their bands the final de- 
cision of the questions at issue, would be a 
subject of a power with which our rc utions 
are very much strained, meaning Italy. 

Diplomatic Mugwumps. 

A considerable number of senators ap- 
peared to believe thdt the approval of the 
treaty would be a distinct gain in the diplo- 
matic battle, inasmuch as it committed 
Great Britain to a recognition of the fact 
that the United States had a claim to juris- 


diction over the waters of Behring sea under 


Russian title, a peint which she has hereto- 
fore steadily refused to allow. ; 

A third party thoaght the treaty should 
not be approved finally witLout the addition 
of «a claus: renewins the modus vivendi. 
Indeed, there was manifested a general 
fecling of disappointment, growing out of

treaty might safely be ratified by the sen- 
ate, the administration should be instructed, 
in the event of the continued refusal of the 
sritish government to insure the protection 
of seals during the course of arbitration, 
vessels of the United States should seize 
every offending vessel, without regard to 
nationality. 

READY FOR THE EMERGENCY.

South Carolina Statistics Show That the 
Farmers Are Cautious. 


Charleston, S. €., March &.—The latest 
statistics show that there will be a de- 
crease of from 40 to BO per cent in the 
fertilizer trade of Charleston, as- compared 
with last yéar. Frank E. Taylor, 4 
prominent manufacturer of this city, in a 
letter to The News and Courier, says, that 
there will be a decrease in the acreage of 
cotton, seems to be clear, owing to the ex- 
tremely conservative way in which all 
merchants throughout the entire south 
must necessarily conduct their business 
during the present year, thus reducing, to 
a large extent, the aid they have been in 
the habit of extending to farmers, and 
hence restricting them in their acreage; All 
indications point to much less shipments 
during March and April of this year as 
compared with March and April of 1891, 
and as numbers of eastern manufacturers 
have: reduced their shipments to the south 
very largely as compared with last year, 


and as some have absolutely declined to 


offer tons of goods, notably the well-

~ Phe Silver Bill 

The vote on the resolution fixing a date 
for the consideration of silver yesterday, 
showed conclusively that the Bland free 
coinage bil will pass the house by a large 
majority. 

Perhaps it will be a two-thirds majority. 
There are at the outside, not more than 


while there are about one hundred and fifty, 
members, who

The rules were formed for a majority of 
the house to rule, and Speaker Crisp dem- 
onstrated yesterday that, while he would do 
nothing arbitrary, he would administer the 
rules as they are.

THE CENTRAL LEASE 


Has Never Been Approved by the Ter- 
minal Directors. 


FHEREFORE IT AMOUNTS 70 ROTHING. 


The Miforit™, Popi> iad Been 


Lulled Into Secrecy, - '7 


BY A WORTHLESS PIECE OF PAPER, 


Which the Terminal Directors Have Re- 
frained from Endorsing 


Officially. 


New York, March 8.—(Special.)—A new 
feature of the Central receivership and the 
Richmond Terminal situation developed to- 
day. : : 

The lease of the Central to the Georgia 
Pacific has never been confirmed by the di- 
rectors of the Richmond and Danville, 
which is the lessee of the Georgia Pacific. 
Will Not Oppose the Receivership. 

This leaves a good sized loophole through 
which the Richmond Terminal can escape 
any complications on account of a receiv- 
ership for the Central. The directors of 
the Richmond and Danville can refuse to 
ratify the lease of the Central by the 
Georgia Pacific, and that will drop the 
control out of the Terminal system. 

The impression on Wall street today was 
that this would be done. The terms of the 
lease require the Georgia Tacilic to pay 
7 per cent on the Central stock. The 
Georgia Pacific has not been earning 
money enough to pay interest on its own 
stock, barely enough in fact to pay the 
fixed charges. It has been a burden on the 
Terminal company for six months, and if 
there is any chance, it may be dragged 
from the system. 

A Better Feeling Found. 

It is understood that the Terminal peo- 
ple will not oppose the appointment of a 
permanent receiver for the Central, which 
means that the lease will not be ratified and 
the road will thereby go out of the Termi- 
nil system. The Evening Sun today ppb- 
lishes the following interesting information 
about the Richmond ‘Terminal affairs, 
which is gathered from official sources: 

The committee in charge of the reorgan- 
ization of the Richmond Terminal Compa- 
ny decided on Sunday that if the much 
discussed guarantee fund was to be raised, 
it must be by the committee‘s own exer- 
tions. The bankers who had the raising of 
this fund in charge found it impossible 
to get subscriptions to the original fund of 
$34,500,000. They were to have received 
$345,000 for their work, but the bankers 
and capitalists did not seem overanxious 
to put their names down, and at one time 
it looked very serious for the success of 
the reorganization. + ee 

Making Light of the Receivership. 

It was learned today that since the com- 
mittee has taken up the question of how 
to get the subscription for the fund, the 
bankers have shown a greater willingness 
to enter the syndicate, especially as the 
great point of professional jealousy has 
been eliminated. The amount needed has 
also been cut down from $54,500,000 to 
between $15,000,000 and $20,000,000. It 
is said that the originally estimated amount 
contained an item of over ten million dol- 
lars which was to be used for the purchase 
of bonds, though what bonds were meant 
was not specilied. This rather peculiar 
item has been eliminated, as have other 
items which are not considered necessary 
to be paid off. 

Let ’Er Go. 

The present managing powers in the Ter- 
minal make light of the Georgia Central 
receivership. ‘Chey even intimate that 
whoever was responsible for it unconscious- 
ly played into their hands. So far from de- 
laying the reorganization, it may expedite 
matters. It is not generally known that 
the lease of the Georgia Central has never 
been ratified by the Richmond and Dan- 
ville stockholders. ‘The lease was made 
to the Georgia Pacific, which is in turn 
leased to the Danville. 

As the Georgia Central has been running 
behind in earnings for some years, it is 
now a considerable debtor to the Danville 
for dividends advanced and other expend- 
itures. Many of the Danville directors 
were opposed to leasing the Georgia Cen- 
tral, as the control of the stock seemed to 
them suflicient, but those in favor of the 
lease carried their point. Under these cir- 
cumstances it seems doubtful whether 
the argument for a permanent receiver, 
which will be argued before Judge Speer on 
the 15th, will be more than nominaily op- 
posed by the Danville. 

It was reported here tonight that a petition 
is liable to be filed at any hour asking the ap- 
semen of a receiver for the Richmond 


erminal. 


- THEY ARE NOT JOINING IN, 


Mrs. Rowena M. Clark Will Have to Stand 
Alone in Her Fight. 

If Mrs. Rowena M. Clark’s attorneys ex- 
pected a long list of the Central’s minority 
stockholders to join in their application fora 
receiver, they aro disappointed up to the 
present time. 

The first feeling of the stockholders was to 
wish the bill atthe bottom of the sea. This 
feeling was intensified on the part of those 
stockholders who had borrowed money on 
their shares when the banks called for addi- 
tional collateral. Indeed, it may be said that 
such security holders would have preferred 
that the bill were at the bottom of another 
place, which is covered wich ashes instead of 
sand, 

Mr. Rountree has not returned. Heis 
making exhaustive preparations for the 
hearing at Macon next Monday, on the ques- 
tion of the appointment of a permanent re- 
ceiver. Messrs. Jacksons, Barrow, and Thomas 
and Hoadley, Lauterbach & Jobnson, the 
Richmond Terminal’s counsel, are finding 
timetto attend to other business, and that air, 
which may have been uneasiness or may have 
been surpise, is wearing off.

How the Public Debt of Newton County 
; lias Been Reduced. 
Covington,Ga., March 8.—(Specil.)—Our 

public debt, which has been floating along 
at over $40,000 for the past seven or 
eight years, has now been reduced to $37,- 
272.63, leaving a cash balance in the treas- 
ury of $1,506.73. These are the figures 
as they stood on the Ist day of March, 
1892, and they include principal and inter- 
est to that date. The board of county com- 
missioners, with the eflicient aid and co-op- 
peration of our county treasurer, have paid 
on our public debt, the present winter, the 
sum of $8,900.88. This is the largest 
amount that has ever been paid upon the 
debt since it was contracted, about eight 
years ago. At the March term, 1888, of 
our superior court, the grand jnry reported 
the amount of the debt to be $40,873. At 
the September term, 1888, the grand jury 
reported the amount of the debt about the 
same, and that it had not been diminished 
years, but was rather increasing. At the 
last term of our superior court, September, 
1891.the grand jury reported the debt to be 
$41,170.07. Now the board of commission 
ers, With the assistance of the county treas- 
urer, have been able to reduce the total 
amount of the debt, principal and interest, 
to $37,272.63. These are the figures, as 
shown by the treasurer's books, and they 
are certainly correct. This is a fine show- 
ing for our couuty officials.

They are” strypylied with tongs 
sometimes twenty fert in Jength, with 
which to reach down in the water for the 
diamondbacks. Big sacks are used to bring 
the choice food to th» city, and upon ar- 
rival here they are put in tuts and ba ‘rels, 
where’ they are kept fresh. The terrapin 
business is a paying one, laborers some- 
times catching a dozen a day, for which 
they receive 1n averas? price of $10 per 
dozen.

A Lot of Garsishments Served Here 
Yesterday Morning 


CREATE SOMETHING OF A SENSATION. 


Bond Was, of Course, Promptly Given 
and the Garnishments 
Dissolved. 


A case strting in Floyd county kept sev- 
eral people in Atlanta hustling yesterday. 

It. was one railroad garnisheeing every- 
thing possible belonging to another road. 

And the latter was none other than 

The Richmond and Danville. 

For some time it has. been indebted” to 
the Rome railroad—so the latter claims— 
to the amount of $17,514.94. The sum 
was formally asked for a few days ago and 
was not forthcoming. 

Then stéps were taken to obtain the 
money through legal channels. The meth- 
ods of the operation are rather out of the 
ordinary, and there seems to be some sig- 
nificance in them. 

The Rome railroad is a short line. It 
runs between that city and Kingston, a 
distance of eighteen miles. But it can 
prove a troublesome customer if it feels 
justified in its course, 

On Monday morning Mr. W. T. Turn- 
bull, in behalf of the road, went before a 
justice in Rome. That dignitary issued an 
attachment about to be sued out, returna- 
ble to the superior court. 

Then the work of garnisheeing began. 
An agent of the Rome road first ‘‘did” that 
city and immediately left for Atlanta. He 
arrived here night before last and went be- 
fore Judge Landrum, who issued a dozen 
different summons of garnishment. 

Garnishments Right and Left. 

Bailiff A. N. Cox was given the papers 
and yesterday morning he served the 
Southern Express Company, the Atlanta 
National bank, the East Tennessee, the 
Central, the West Point, the Western and 
Atlantic, the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis and Mr. John W. Hall. 

The garnishments might have given the 
Richmond and Danville a good deal of 
trouble, as had they not been promtly dis- 
solved by giving bond, a great deal of in- 
convenience to the company’s business 
might have resulted.

“Just make it clear,” said Captain 
Jackson when asked about it last night, 
“that bond was promptly given and the gar 
nishments dissolved.” 

“What claim has the Rome road against 
the Richmond and Danville?’ 

“That I do not know. All I know 
about the matter is that as soon as we 
heard of the garnishments we furnished 
the bond—between thirtyfive and thirty-six 
thousand dolars.’’

Ga., March 8.—(Special.)—In 
he red. man’s trail. meandered 
Band valleys of Walker, and 
fommingted,échoed and re-echoed 
among the woodland forest. Walker was one 
of their favorite hunting grounds and’ their 
wigwams could be seen spotéed like molehi!)s 
all over this favorite section. In the year 1836 
Mr. Coke, a well-respected white man, who 
was dependent upon the soil fora living was 
brutally murdered one night in the early part 
of the sprigg. Mr. Coke being a very promi-

neut man, his death caused quite. a shock to 
the people and aroused a great deal of confn- 
sion. The country at this time was, however, 
sparsely settled, but his Ss were deter- 
mined to have revenge on the murderers when 
they had spotted them out. Suspicion was 
soon directed to two Indians who had hitherto 
been noted for their bloody hand-scalpin 
york. A posse of men was summoned ap 

the two Indians arrested and carried to the 
county seat at LaFayette, where they were 
lodged in jail. ‘The Indians acknowledged 
their guilt and were tried in the superior court 
before- Judge Kenyeon and twelve em aneled 
jurymen. The jury, after hearing the evi- 
dence, retired, but soon returned with the fol- 
lowing verdict: ‘‘We, the jury, find the two 
Indians on trial for the murder of Mr. Coke 
guilty.’ Jadge Kenyeon then passed sentence 
of death upon the prisoners and sentenced 
them to be hung by the neck until dead. 
The execution was set for an early date. 

The day for the hanging had come, every- 
thing was ready, and the Indians were taken 
from the prison by Sheriff Bill Fauikner, and 
conducted throughgthe swarming crowd to 
the gallows whicl’whad been erected 
a shor: distance away. The Indians were 
mute, having very little to say, though they 
stood up showing bravery to the very last. 
Sheriff Faulkner, after reading the death. war- 
rant, clipped the hempen rope and sent them 
flying into eternity. Their bodies were car- 
ried away by some of their relatives. Richard 
Cruce, one of the men who sat on the jury 
that convicted the Indians, is still living and 
resides in Houston Valley, of Whitfield 
county. Judge Kenyeon has long since passed 
to the silent beyond. Sheriff Faulkner 1s 
sleeping beneath a bending cedar, and bis 
pleasant voice is heard no more. Such were 
some of the early pioneer days in the settling 
up of this country.

With money plentiful in New York and as tight 
as ‘‘Dick’s hat band” in Rome, the average reader 
of The Tribune is apttocome to the conctusion 
that sometbing is wrong somewhere.

In other words, the 10 per cent restrictioa on 
state banks must be repealed.

THE ADMIRAL’S WIFE, 


The Beautiful Life and Character of the 
Widow of Raphael Semmes. 

Mrs. Annie E. jSemmes, relict of Admiral 
Riphael Semmes, the confederate comm inder of 
the cruiser Alabama, who died in Mobile today, 
was in her seventy-fourth year. 

Up to about a year ago her life was most active, 
and her vitality was very great. At her death her 
hair was still glossy black and her eyesight un- 
surpassed. A year ago Mrs. Semmes began to 
fail. Last summer she attended the reunion of 
confederate veterans at Chattanooga and after- 
wards witnessed the confederate display at the 
Memphis gathering of veteran3.. While at Mem- 
phis she became 1], and fora time it was thought 
death was near. She railied sufficiently, however, 
to be taken to her homein Mobile last Decem- 
ber. Since thenshe has been growing weaker, 
and the end came at last. 

Last week her children were summoned to her 
side. She dicdin fnll possession of her faculties. 
At the time of her death there were with ker two 
daughters, Mr3. E. Semmes Colston, of Mobile; 
Mrs. Luke E. Wright and Mrs. Charles B. Bryan, 
of Memphis; her sons, Raphacl Semmes, 
of Memphis, and Oliver J. Semmes, 
of Mobile, and her grandsons, R, 
Semmes Colston, of Louisville; Pendleton 
Colston, of Houston, and Oliver Semmes, S. J., of 
Spring Hill college. Her eldest son, Judge 8. 
Spencer Semmes, of Arkansas, was unable to 
reach the city. 

Mrs. Semmes was Miss Annie E. Spencer, 
daughter of a pioneer Methodist minister of Ohio, 
and the first mayor of Cincinnati. Her brother, 
Frank Spencer, ot Cincinnati, is the only living 
survivor of a family of twelve children. She was 
married to Lieutenant Kaph.e! Semmes, of the 
United States navy, in Cincinnati in 1837, 

Professor 8S. Socrates Rizer, of San Jose, Cal., 
and for many years at the head of a college at La 
Fayette, Ind., died in Demorest, Ga., of pneumo- 
nia. For the iast five monvths be had been con- 
ducting what he siyled a “‘Sucratic school’ there. 
He was an oddity. Having no faith: doctora, he 
refused to accept treatment at their hands, claim- 
ing that he could overcome any disease by fasting. 
He had eaten nothing for the last eight days, fn 
which he showed his faith but exploded his pet 
theory.

INTERVIEWED AS TO THOSE REDUCTIONS 


He Says None of the Railroads Are Mak- 
ing Any Money This Year, and It 
Is Very True They Are Not, 


Colonel J. W. Thomas, president of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Lonis railway, 
is in Atlanta. 

Colonel Thomas came yesterday in his pri 
vate car, which has been switched upon the 
sidetrack of the State road by the National 
hotel. 

Atlanta is interested very much just now in 
the views of the president of this great system 
of railway as to the causes of the recent cutting 
down in the force of laborers at this point, 
and itis interosting further to know if any 
more cutting is to be done along this line. 

A Constitution representative called on 
Colonel Thomas last night for a talk about 
these matters. He was sitting at his desk 
where he had just finished some calculations 
of receipts and expenditures over the Western 
and Atlantic railroad for the past few months. 

Why Employes Were Discharged. 

Colonel Thomas, speaking of the recent re- 
ductions in the expenses of the Western and 
Atlantic, sald: 

‘In November last the freight business of the 
Western and Atlantic railroad commenced de- 
creasing, continuing in December, and in Jan- 
uary fell off $45,000, thus necessitating a re- 
duction of expenses. 

“The freight earnings of this road in Jan- 
uary, 91, were $130,000; in January, ’92, only 
$85,000, a decrease of about 40 per cent. 

‘In January, 1891, there were 168 men on 
the shop pay rolls at Atlanta, and on February 
Ist this was reduced to 98 men, a large major- 
ity of whom will be re-employed as soon as the 
business of the road will justify.” 


Not to Leave Atlanta. 


‘Ts it true, Colonel Thomas, that the sup- 
plies for the road will hereafter not be pur- 
chased in Atlanta?’’ 

“Ob, no! The supplies for the Western and 
Atlautic railroad will be purchased in At- 
lanta as heretofore. 

“For the fourteen months of the present 
lease the gross receipts have been nearly two 
million dollars, and the entire amount has been 
expended in operating and improving the 


property. 
Had to Pay the Rent. 

‘The rental for the fourteen months, 
amounting to $490,900, bas been paid from the 
treasury of the Nashyille, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railway. 

“Corresponding reductions have been made 
on the entire line of the Nashyille, Chatta- 
nooga and St. Louis railway, 140 men 
having been suspended from the shops at 
Nashville; and the purchases have been re- 
duced from about sixty thousand dollars per 
month to only $15,000 in the month of Febru- 
ary. These reductions haye been a matter of 
necessity and not of choice. 

Some Substantial Bridges. 


‘Contracts have been awarded for renew- 
ing the bridges over the Chattahoochee and 
Etowah rivers, costing $66,000, 

‘Besides this, we have greatly improved the 
rolling stock and general equipments of the 
road.”’ 

He Makes a Correction, 

“What about this report that the runs of 
the crews on the trains have been changed so 
as to throw the men in Chattanooga for their 
‘lay-offs,’ instead of in Atlanta?” 

‘It is false. The engineers and conductors 
‘lay over’ in Atlanta as they have done al- 
ways before, no change having been made in 
their runs. 

‘*‘We have paid better wages and disbursed 
more money during the present lease on the 
line of the Western and Atlantic than has 
heen done for years.” 

Colonel Thomas says there fs not a railroad 
in thiswhole section that has not felt the 
pressure of hard times this season, and but 
few that have not turned off more omployes 
than the Western and Atlantic has done. 

“A wonderful falling off is found in the 
business of all the roads running into At- 
lanta,’’ he said, ‘‘and it is simply appalling to 
think about.”’ 

No Answer Received Yet. 

It was stated yesterday that the Louisville 
and Nashville wishes Mr. FP. J. MoGovern to 
take the general freight agency of the Georgia 
road. The Louisville and. Nashville is a joint 
lessee with the Central of the Georgia road. 
Mr. McGovern came to the Kichmond and 
Danville from the Louisville and Nashville. 
No reply has yet been received by the Georgia 
road to its offer, but General Manager Green 
thinks that a favorable reply will comeina 
day or two.

THE GRAND JURY AT WORK. 


Tom Lilly Charged With Murder—Other 
Indictments That Were Found. 


Tom Lilly is again in the Atlanta jail on 
the charge of murder. 

He was arrested yesterday afternoon by 
Depity Sheriff Will Green, on the indict- 
ment for murder found by the present 
grand jury. 

This will be something of a surprise in 
view of Lilly’s acquittal upon a hearing be- 
fore Justice King. 

Lilly killed a negro named Sandy Harris, 
on Broad street, early in January. The 
killing occurred in a barroom. The dispute 
which led to the killing arose over a quar- 
ter of a dollar. 

Harris—nearly all the witnesses agree as 
to the details of the affair—laid a quarter 
pick it up. Lilly stopped to 
pick it up, and MHarris pushed him back. 
Some words passed and Harris, who 

drinking, continued to press upon 


and pocket and fired. Harris fell to the 
floor and died almost instantly. 

Lilly was at once arrested and locked up. 

iA few days after his arrest he was 
given a preliminary hearing before Justice 
King. That hearing resulted in his acquit- 
tal. Lilly stated at the trial that the shoot- 
ing was done in self defense, as Harris was 
pushing him back with a weapon in his 
hand. No weapon, however, was found in 
Harris’s possession it is said. 

Lilly has been in the employ of Harry 
BR. Elston, the tailor, for a long while, and 
after his acquittal he returned to his old 
place. He never dreamed of a second ar- 
rest, and when Deputy Sheriff Green 
called at the establishment yesterday after- 
noon, he was greatly astonished. 

He wanted to make bond, but this was 
refused in any amount. He was sent to 
jail, where he will most likely remain un- 
til after he is tried bfore Judge Richard 
Clar, some time in April. 

Lilly has retained no counsel. 

Other Bills Found. 

Yesterday’s session of the grand jury was 
a busy one, and a great deal of work was 


done. 

Mr. J. J. Woodside, the well-known rent- 
ing agent, went before the grand jury as a 
witness against rank Peyton, who was 
formerly in his employ as cashier. It will 
be remembered that Peyton skipped with 
some of his employer’s funds about six 
weeks ago, but was caught in Louisville 
and brought back. 

George King, the negro who kept some 
money collected for Mr. Charles Crandall, 
was indicted by the grand jury yesterday. 
Two true bills were found against him. 

Witnesses in the case against C. A. 
Thompson, the young man who is charged 
with takng some of the funds of the Ren- 
froe Manufacturing Company, were ex- 
amined. It is not known what action was 
taken in the case by the grand jury. 

4ills were found against several parties 
now in jail charged with small offenses. 

An indictment for assault and battery 
was found against R. E. Cunningham. It 
is understood that an effort was made to 
secure an indictment for assault with in- 
tent to murder.

Judge Clarke's Decision Gives Him the 
Recslversbip, 


BUT CAPTAIN GARRETT WILL CONTEST. 


ir. Plant Will Take Charge of the Road 
This Morning—Captain Garrett Be- 
iore Judge Speer. 


Mr. R. H. Plant, of Macon, the receiver of 
the Atlanta and Florida road, is in the city, 
realy to take charge of that line. 

He is accompanied by United States Marshal 
Corbett, of the sonthern district of Georgia. 

And Marshal Corbett is prepared to carry 
out the order of Judge Emory Speer appoint- 
ing Mr. Plant receiver for the Atlanta and 
Fiorda. 

But there will be no fun when Mr. Plant 
calls at the office of Mr. Garrett this morning 
to take possession of the road, for Mr. Garrett 
wili offer no resistance. 

He wili surrender the road into Mr. Plant’s 
hands, bowing very gracefully to Judge Mar- 
shall J. Clarke's decision in the case. 

This Does Not End It. 


The end is not yet by any means. 

It will seem from the decision 
of Judge Clarke, printed in full below, that 
he holds that Captain Garrett has the best 
legal title to the property of the road, but in 
view of the manner in which Captain Garrett 
caiio into the possessionof the property, he 
suggests thatthe captain present a petition to 
gudge Specrasking him toset aside the ap- 
pointment ef Mr. Plant. 

In accordance with this suggestion, Messrs. 
Payue X& Tye,§ Captain Garrett’s attorneys, 
are preparing a petiton set ing forth the facts 
fro tinsendot the controversy, which they 
wi! carry before Judge Speerin afew days. 

Tho decision of Judge Ciarke but adds to 
the interest which has all along been felt in 
the case. Itis of particular interest to both 
railroad men and lawyers, because of the ap- 
parent coutlict between the federal and state 
courts. 

Judge Clarke’s Decision. 


£.W. Marsh & Co., et al., vs. Atianta and 
Florida Railroad Company. In the superior 
court of Fulton county. 

The abeve stated case comes before the court 
gpon a petition of R. H. Plant, who was appointed 
receiver of the defencant on February 9, 1892, by 
an order of the United States circuit court for 
the western division of the southern district of 
Georeia. 

The design of the petition is to obtain an or- 
der directing T. W. Garret!,who, on the same day, 
was inade a receiver of the defendant by this 
court, to deliver tothe petitioner possession of

Bourht upon the following state of facts as re- 
cite| in the petition, and is shown bya record in 
the ssil United States cirenit court exhibited in 
conrect.on with the petition, to-wit: The said 
Plant was appointe i receiver at forty minutes past 
9 o'clock in the afternoon of said day on a bill 
fied at that time; through an agent he took 
possession of the property of the defendant very 
soon thereaiter; the said Garrett S appointed 
receiver at ten minutes past 11 o’cloc of the same 
forenoon under a bill of the above title filed on 
January 13, 1802; the said Garrett, almost immedi- 
ately aiter bis appointment, went to the principal 
office of the company in Atlanta, and finding the 
agent of said Plant in possession, refused to 
acknowledge his authority and took charge him- 
self of the whole property of defendant, and re- 
mained in possession ever since, 

On February 27, 1862, upon the hearing of a rule 
against said Garrett to show cause why he should 
not be attached for contempt in disturbing the 
“aeprsg ~e of said Plant as receiver, it was held 

xy the Hon. Emory yee judge of the United 
Ftates court, that as the actu«1 seizure of said de- 
fendant’s property bad been made by the receiver 
of that court before the receiver of the state court 
took possession, the former has a better title to 
Buch property than the latter, and that he should, 
therefore, surrender all claim to the same. 

After hearing, under the present petition, a 
most elaborate argument on the question here in- 
volved, and a mature consid. ration of it on my 
Own part, lam constrained to dissent from the 
conclusion reached by my able and leraned brother 
of the federal bench. 

The bill in favor of said E. W. Marah & Co., and 
that under which said Plant was appointed being 
each a creditor’s bill directed against an insolvent 
corporation for the purpose of administering its 
assets, and having therefore a common object to 
the accomplishment of which the possession of 
Gefendant’s property is essential, and the bill in 
the state court having been first filed, my judg- 
mentisthatthetitle of the receiver appointed 
under it shou'!d prevail. That this view is sus- 
tained by authority see High on receivers, section 
BO; Gluck & Becker on receivers, section 30; 59 
Ga.

It is, however, unnecessary and perhaps inop- 
portun, todiscuss this question in view of the 
order which [have determinedto pass. While I 
am thus convinced that the said Garrett, as such 
receiver, has a superior title to said property, I am 
nevertheless of opinion that the principles of 
comity which shouid be observed between courts 
co-ordinate in authority and dignityforbid the 
Sanction by this court of a possession acquired as 
was that of the present receiver. When the 
United States court, by its receiver, assumed 
Charce cf such property, it was at once in the 
hands of the court itself, and the receiver of the 
Btate court should not have violated such pos- 
gessicn. 

tiis iitle should not have been forcibly asserted, 
but set up in respectful petition to the United 
Btates court, praying that his better right should 
be considered and allowed. 

Upon any contrary doctrine, followed by its 
necessary consequences, the unseemly spectacle 
would be exhibited of an open war between two 
courts, the chief design of whose organization is 
to determine peaceably the controversies of 80- 
ciety.

sented doubtless with the approval of the United 
States court, isa full recognition of the courtesy 
gue from one tribunal go another, 

li is accordingly ordtéred that said Garrett, as 
Buch receiver, do restore tosaid Plant, as re- 
ceiver, the possession of said property. 

It is further ordered that said Garrett, as such 
receiver, has authority to set up his title to said 

roperty by a petition addressed to the said 

Jnited States court, and to adopt and to pursue 
euch further legal proceedings as may be neces- 
gary to such final adjudication upon such titlo in 
the courts of the United States. He is further au- 
thorized to retain such counsel as may be proper 
for this purpose.

An Atlanta Man of That Name Killed at 
Butler, Ind. 

Who is Charles Tanner? 

The special which is printed below says that 
Charlies Tanner. an Atlanta man, was killed 
there yesterday by a man from Macon, Ga. 

A search through the list of ‘*Tanners,”’ 
whose names and occupations are laid down in 
the city directories of Atlanta for the past 
three years, fails to reveal the address or 
identity of the Charles Tanner mentioned in 
this dispacch. 

The irectory of last year contains tho name 
of Charles N. Tanner, whose address was at 75 
Hood street at that time. 

But the directory for 1892 even fails to give 
this address. 

Who is he? 

Here’s the special: 

Springfield, 0., March 8.—(Special.)\—A special 
from Butler, Ind., Bays: “A sensational murder 
was committed near here yesterday by W. H. 
Evans, whose home isin Macon, Ga. His victim 
was & workman named Charles Tanner, who lives 
in Atlanta. Evans, it seems, has had charge of a 
sang of men building a new railroad in the vicin- 

ty of this place. Evans has been extremely 
rough with the men, and has not only used rough 
language to them, but has on more than one oc- 
casion used personal violence towards them. 
Tanner, in particular, he seems to have had a 
grudge against, and only awaited a favorable op- 
portunity for paying it off. Yesterday he had an 
altercation with 
Striking him over the §head with a bilhard 
cue, from the effects of which Tanner’s skull 
was fractured. and he died yesterday evening.

THE POLICEMAN. DRANK IT. 


But He- Couldn't Tell Whether It Was 
Lager Beer or Not. 

Is rice beer lager béer, or vice versa? 

A very interesting case in which this 
was the point at issue was before Judge 
Westmoreland yesterday. 

The termination of the case leaves this 
question still in the dark, unsolved and un- 
answered. 

For several years Mr. Philip Maltry has 
sold rice beer at his place at Little Switzer- 
land. It is an innocent looking beverage, 
and slaked the thirst of many a thirsty 
mortal. It was the favorite drink of the 
visitors to Grant park during the summer. 
They would: go over to Little. Switeerland 
and get a drink of rice beer. No other 
drink ceuld be obtained on Sunday, and 
this fact greatly increased the receipts of 
the Metropolitan Street Railroad Company 


on Sunday afternoon. 


The ideal little spot, so well favored by 
nature and which had been aided so much 
by man, was always crowded with visitors 
on Sunday afternoons. 

But, although the beer was copiously 
imbibed, intoxication did not result. Rice 
beer was said to be non-alcoholic. 

But it. came to ss that Mr. Maltry, 
the proprietor of the establishment,. whs 
indicted for failure to register a saloon 
with the ordinary, as required by law. The 
ease was tried in the city court yesterday 
afternoon, 

The trifl was rather amusing. Patrol- 
man McConnell testified ‘that he had pur- 
chased rice beer at Maltry’s place, but 
could not tell whether it contained alcohol 
or not. He did not feel very much affected. 
one aus much so as lager, the police officer 
Said. 

Mr. Maltry stated that he had been 

selling rice beer for a long time, and did 
not consider it an intoxicant. In all his 
written orders he had _ jspecified plainly 
that non-alcoholic beer owas wanted.

AN IMPORTANT DECISION YESTERDAY. 


Nearly Two Thousand Mon in Georgia’s 
Chains and Stripes—No Politics 
in World’s Fair W ork. 


State School Commissioner 8S. D. Brad- 
wel’ 98 laying Gown the law to the county 
board of education here of late. 

Several little 1rumpusses between county 
buards and county: school commissioners 
have lately been appealed and brought to 
him’ for decision and judgment, and he has 
in many instarces talked plain law talk to 
the boards. 

Yesterday a case came up from Camden 
couitry in whch it is found that a teacher 
named Mrs. Ltightmire was.declared by the 
county board tobe ineligible tohold a 
teacher's place any longer in 
the common schools. Although 
bho had stood the examination 
required, and was graded as a “first grade” 
teacher, and although she had taught suc- 
cessfully it scems in the schools for more 
than one term, just because the charge 
of insubordination was brought against her 
the board deciured that the county sclol 
commissioner should not engage her to 
teach any longer in the county schools. 

Tie case was appealed to State School 
Commissioner Bradwell, and after investt- 
gating the case thoroughly he rules that the 
county board overdeaped its authority and 
power in making any such rule. 

The case 1s a broad one, and an important 
decision is that rendered by Commissioner 

trafwell. Similar cases frequently arise, 
aid the ruling is therefore all the more in- 
teresung to educators in Georgia. 

In the Penitentiary. 

Nearly two thousand criminals are at 
work at’ present around the penitentiary 
canips of the state of Georgia. 

Colonel s ones, the principal keeper, figured 
up the numbers yesterday for his report and 
fuund that they aggregate 1,818. 

Of this number fifty-one are women, and 
they-are all im one camp, that operated by 
Colunel Maddey in Elbert county. There is 
net a single: white woman in the peniten- 
tiary. 

The conviets are as a.rule cared for 
most attentively by the lessees, and there is 

but little sickness in the camps. . For 
awiile the crip infested the Chattahoochee 
cimp and a large number of the hatds were 
confined to ther beds with the malady, but 
they have all been cured and are working as 
before. 

The Old Soldiers. 

About $05,000 has gone out up fo date 
to the old solers of the confederacy who 
draw pensions. . 

(‘v.ouel Lip Harrison, the state’s pension 
agent, is kept busy from morning ‘till 
night writing out checks for the old maimed 
vetcrans, and out. of the 3,000 who are 


‘booked for pensions about 1,500. have been
